A. L. A. PUBLICATIONS 

The names and addresses of 1679 
school librarians will appear in the 
School library yearbook No. 2 as 
against 1217 in the first yearbook pub- 
lished last year. The directory of 
school librarians forms part 3 of the 
Yearbook which will appear in May. 
Part 1 will report school library prog- 
ress throughout the country and Part 2 
will emphasize elementary school library 
work, state and city supervision of 
school libraries, and minimum essentials 
in school library organization. It will 
also feature a school library score card 
prepared by Martha Wilson as re-ar- 
ranged and adopted by the North Cen- 
tral Association of Colleges and Sec- 
ondary Schools.

Adams Lowe is now all in type and 
work on it is going forward.

F. K. W. Drury’s The selection and 
acquisition of books for libraries, the 
second of the Library Curriculum 
Studies, has been sent to the mimeo- 
graphers. It will make a book of 
nearly 400 pages. An edition only 
large enough to take care of advance 
orders will be run. Orders will be 
accepted up to May 10. Probable 
price $2.50. The book will be used 
experimentally in the library schools 
and revised next year in the light of 
criticisms received. 


For the information of librarians 
it is stated that the pamphlet entitled 
Child life plays for children, published 
by Rand McNally and Company, has no 
connection with the index, Plays for 
children, compiled by Alice I. Hazeltine 
and published by the American Library 
Association. The pamphlet states on its 
cover that it is a “supplement” to the 
Hazeltine book and the publishers in- 
form us that they were under the im- 
pression that permission was given for 
this statement by the A. L. A. several 
years ago. They have agreed to delete 
the statement from copies of the pam- 
phlet not already distributed. The Rand 
McNally index is in no sense a supple- 
ment to the A. L. A. publication, as it 
indexes only those plays which have 
appeared in the magazine, Child Life. 
The titles in Miss Hazeltine’s book have 
been gathered from many sources. 


FACTS FOR TRUSTEES 


HE following paragraphs are part 

of a report made after the To- 
ronto conference by A. P. Johnson, 
president of the Board of Library Com- 
missioners of the City of Grand Rapids. 
They are reprinted from the Bulletin of 





the Grand Rapids Public Library, July- 
August, 1927. 

“It was my great privilege, during 
the week of June 20, in the company 
of our Librarian, Mr. Samuel H. 
Ranck, to attend the 49th annual con- 
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ference of the American Library 
Association at Toronto, Canada. The 
experience was one of the richest in 
my business and personal contacts, 
and while I am certain that my pres- 
ence at the meeting did not contribute 
to its significance, I am convinced 
that it will be to the advantage of 
our Library for some member of the 
Board to attend every one of these 
annual gatherings. 

“The convention opened my eyes to 
the growing influence of the library 
in American life. Although actively 
engaged in publishing work for more 
than twenty-five years, I had no idea 
of the thoroughness with which li- 
brary activities are organized and 
welded into a great national unit. 
The conference impressed me with 
the greater responsibilities of my own 
activities in Grand Rapids, and with 
the great amount of good that our 
Library, its Librarian and staff, are 
contributing to our communal life. 

“The department of trustees is one 
of the growing branches of the Amer- 
ican Library Association. I would 
call it the connecting link in national 
library work between the science of 
library development and the general 
public. It is a sort of eminence from 
which the public may view this in- 
tensely interesting and all important 
branch of education. No one can 
contemplate the American Library 
Association as a whole without being 
impressed with its profound signifi- 
cance in extending educational oppor- 
tunity to all in our society who would 
or could benefit by increased learn- 
ing. 

“My sum total impression, from the 
activities of the American Library 
Association, is that there is a notable 


change creeping into the methods 
now employed in the education of 
both the child and the adult. It is 


becoming more and more an open 


question whether our polyglot Amer- 
ican population can get most out of 
an ironclad system of education, or, 
through the library observe and 
study the things and subjects that 
best fit individual lives. While an 
orderly and disciplinary plan must 
be followed in the education of the 


child, that child cannot get the most | 


out of its maturing years unless it is 
supplied with something that meets 
its own inclinations. The school does 
not altogether furnish that. The li- 
brary does. In the library the child 
can find what it wants, read what it 
wants, and be what it wants to be. It 
can dream and plan. The school 
must of necessity follow a set and 
charted course. Hence, the library is 
more than a supplemental branch of 
education. It is one of the main ar- 
teries which sooner or later must take 
a place almost on a level with the 
school, as a recognized contribution 
to a progressive and well-balanced 
society.”

SALARY STATISTICS 
JUNIOR AND SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL LIBRARIES 


The American Library Association Com- 
mittee on Salaries, Insurance and Annu- 
ities presents the fourth annual table for 
this group. The third report was published 
May, 1927. It should be noted that the 
report deals with salaries actually paid for 
the school year 1927-28 and not with salar- 
ies which may be attained. 

This table includes forty-five systems. 
Sixty-nine cities were circularized and 
forty-nine replies were received. Two sys- 
tems requested that their replies be con- 
sidered confidential and two did not employ 
trained librarians—using clerks or assign- 
ing a teacher to the library for one period. 
Eight in the last compilation did not re- 
port this year. Eight new ones are in- 
cluded. 





The new question asked as to the num- 
ber of months of service required each 
year, brought out variations of three 
months. 


The average minimum salary for the 
complete table is $1,632, and the average 
maximum is $2,421. In comparing the 37 
cities which appear both years we find an 
increase of $11 in minimum, and $64 in 
maximum average salary. There is an in- 
crease of thirty-three in the number of 
librarians and professional assistants. The 
number of non-professional assistants re- 
ported shows a large gain. Six cities not 
reporting any last year, do so this.
